SEEKS TWO BILLION 
MORE FOR RECQtfERV 


Roosevelt Outlines Plans Frankly In Budget 
Message; Expresses No Doubt of Meet- * 
ing Problem of Borrow ing 


(By Associated Press) 
WASHINGTON. Jan. 4— President Roosevelt frankly 
reported to congress today a prospective nine billion dollar 
recovery campaign deficit for the next two years and asked 
that the lid be clamped down to put the government on a 
pay-as-you-go basis by 1936. 
In his m essage transm itting the budget, he estim ated 


< xpenditures chargeable entirely to the recovery effort of 
almost $7,500.000,000 for this fiscal year ending June 30. 
He asked for a two billion dollar war chest to continue 
and taper off this drive in the following year. 
All of this, he said, involves governm ent borrowing of 
ten billion dollars during the next six months, but he ex­ 
pressed no doubt of meeting this problem.
